Aska the Senate to Decide the Disputed Succession 
Question. 

WaAsnINGTON, June 5.—In the senate, Presi- 
dent pro tem. Davis, betore proceeding with 
the orders of business, made a personal state- 
ment regarding his absence on Friday. He 
said he was suddenty called away from the 
city, and his letter designating Mr. Ingalls to 
perform the duties of the chair during that 
day, was In exact conformity with a 
letter trom the former presiding officer 
(Mr. rhurman) in pursuance - of 
which a member (Mr.- Eaton) temporarily 
discharged the duties of the chair without 
objection. Since this precedent had been re- 
garded as of donbtful authority, the chair, 
desiring to guide his action bY the judgment 
of the senate, would be obliged by a decision 
that would reiieve this important question of 
its obvious embarrassments. Mr. Anthony 
thought that if the discussion of tle question 
would have the effect of en:phasizing the ne- 
cessity forthe better regulation of the presi- 
dential succession, it was fortunate it had oc- 
curred. After brief remarks by Mr. Garland, 
Mr. Logan and Mr. Sherman, the committee 
on rules, on motion of Mr. Anthony, was in- 
structed to inquire into and report on the 
question. 

WOMAN SUFFRAGE, 

Mr. Lapham reported favorably from the 
committee on woman suffrage, with a state- 
ment of the views of the majority in its favor, 
a bill for an amendment to the constitution 
giving the suffrage to woman. Mr. George 
presented a minority repoft on the subject. 
The bill was placed on the- calendar. Reso- 
lutious were offered and disposed of as 
stated: By Mr. Pendleton, requesting the 
president to transmit all correspondence not 
heresofove communicated between the state 
department and Trescott aud Walker Blaine 
on the Peruvian-Chili matter. Adopt- 
ed. By Mr. Plumb, requiring 
the public printer to report whether the em- 
ployment of compositers or others, in the 
government printing oftice is limited or quali- 
tied by the rules or regulations of any organi- 
zation, secret or open; whether the employes 
there are under any obligation which requires 
them to abandon their employment at the 
dictation of any person or association; 
wheter the public printer regards himself as 
under obligation, express or implied, to any 
organization as to the personal character or 
qualifications of any person employed, or to 
be employed in the office, in any capacity 
whatever; and whether the prosecution of 
the business of the office is in any wise depen- 
dent uvon the action of any organization 
existing inside or outside that office. Adopted 
without debate. 

THE ARMY BIDL. 

The Japanese indemnity bill, the regular 
order, was laid aside, and the senate resumed 
consideration of the army appropriation biil, 
the question being upon the senate comumit- 
teeamendment, providing for the voluntary 
retirement of army officers after forty years 
of service, and their compulsory retirement 
at sixty-two years of age. Mr. Bayard asked 
that the two features be voted upon separate 
ly, and it was so ordered. The first branch 
of the amendment then prevailed 
without dissent. Upon the com- 
pulsoury retirement clause considerable 
debate was had, in the course — of 
which Mr. Maxey said that the army retire] 
list now cost the country $912,932 annually, 
and this bill wil increase that sum $300,000. 
The age for compulsory retirement was finally 
fixed at sixty-fuur years. Mr. Pendleton of- 
fered a resolution instructing the civil service 
reform committee to inquire intoa political 
assessment notice which has recently been 
served upon the government employes in 
Washington, in which notice 1s em- 
bodied this statement: ‘Such  as- 
sessments were not to be objected to 
in any official quarter.’’ The committe 1s in- 
structed to inquire what authority this state- 
ment is based on. Laid over under objection 
by Mr. Plumb, of Kansas. Bills were intro- 
duced by Mr. Kellogg, authorizing the New 
Orleans and Northeastern railrvad to construct 
bridges over the channels of Pearl river, and 
lake Ponchartrain. By Mr. Jonas, to attach 
the parishes of St. Mary and Iberia to the 
western judicial district of Louisiana. The 
senate bill making the time required to ac- 

uire the homestead on public domain three 
instead of five years, came upon the calen- 
dar, and was passed. ‘fhe senate adjvurned.

BILLS INTRODUCED. 


A Uuge Pension Propescd—Pubite Building Appro 
pristioas. 


Wasuineton, May 5.—[n the house, under 
the call of states. the following bills were in- 
troduced and referred: By Mr. Herndon, of 
Alabama, authorizing the preliminary exam- 
ination and survey of the section of country 
between the Coosa and Tennessee rivers for 
the purpuse of ascertaining the practicability 
of uniting them bya navigable canal. By 
Mr. Ellis, of Louisiana, supplemental to the 
act incorporating the Texus Pacific railroad 
company. By Mr. Robertson, of Louisiana, 
relinquishing the cotton tax collected in the 
Mississippi valley states, and appropriating 
the same for the permanent improvement of 
the Mississippi river. By Mr. King, of 
Louisiana, appropriating $150,000 for the -re- 
pair of the New Orleans custom house, By 
Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, authorizing the 
Southern, Pacific railroad company and other 
railroad companies to unite and consolidate 
so as to form a continuous line of railroad be- 
tween thetidal waterof the Atlantic and 
Pacitic roads. 

By Mr. Robinson, of Kentucky, granting a 
pension of $50,000 a year to Randolph Merkle- 
ham, tbheonly surviving grandchild of Thomas 
Jefferson; also appropriating $10,000 for the 
removal of the remains of Thomas Jeflerson 
from Charlottesville,.Va , and for the erection 
of a monument over them. Mr. White, of 
Kentucky, offered a resolutian requesting the 
secretury of the treasury tg report to the 
house his views as to the conduct of the head 
of the internal revenue bureau, in connection 
with the preparation of the Dunnell bill to 
extend the bonded period of distilled 
spirits, and what improper in- 
fluences were brought to bear on 
the commissioner of internal revenue to bias 
his judgment, or to induce him to make a 
recommendation to this house, which might 
result in the loss of $50,000,000 of the people's 
money. The resolution was referred to the 
committee on ways and means. Undera 
suspension of the rules, a number of bills 
providing for the erecting of public buildings 
were passed, 2mong them one at Pensacola, to 
cost $200,00u, being $50,000 less than the dill 
called for as it passed the senate, and one at 
Brooklyn, New York, to cost $800,00v. Ad- 
journed.

THE HEBREW REFUGESS. 


A Cenvention of Amertenn Jews to Provide for their 
lieception. 

New York, June 5.- The convention of the 
various Hebrew emigrant aid societies was 
held yesterday at the Hebrew Orphan asylum 
to take some concerted action for the recep- 
tion, distribution. transportation and coloni- 
zation of the Russian refugees. Delegates 
were present from all the principal points in 
the United States. Mr S. Henry, presi- 
dent of the society in this city, called the con- 
vention to order. He said that since Decem 
ber. 1881, $75,158 had been received, and 3,693 
refugees had been cared for, and about 3.000 
located, (nly $7,257 remained in the treasury. 


A permanent organization was effected by the |

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Chief Justice Cartter 
and Judges James and Hagner, constituung 
the court in banc, to-day rendered a decision 
upon the Jast motion filed by Mr. Reed in 
Guiteau’s behalf. The chief justice delivered 
the opinion, which was as follows: ‘‘In the 
case of Guiteau, the judges who listened to 
the argument in thecase have come the 
conclusion that they bave exhausted their 

wers upon it: that they have heard it pa- 
tiently, fully and fairly, and that a reargu- 
ment would bring them to no otber conciu- 
sion than that which they bave already ar- 
rived at, and they decline to reopem the case 


for argument.

THE BUSINESS OF THE SESSION 
FATALLY IMPEDED. 


The Condition of the Supply Bille—Mr. Arthur and 
His Political Associates—Ths Prospects of the 
Fast Mail Service—The Passage of the Creek 
Fund B.li— Tne Pemasyivania Bolt.

Wasuineton, June 3.—Mr. Finley, of Flor- 
ida, and little General Joe Wheeler were laid 
on the altar without much ceremony. The 
Mackey-Dibble case showed the republican 
determination to ride rough-shod over every 
obstacle and carry out their partisan purp ses 
without regard to luw or precedent. The 
compensation of the ousted members will be 
the prominence given them at home by their 
sacrifice here. Nearly all of them will have 
an easy way back to congress. The delay oc- 
casioned by these cases has plunged congress 
into hot weather with enough business on 
band to keep it here until December. Signs 
of impatience are appearing. Next week 
solid work will: be put in. 
Already the honorable gentlemen 
are dropping off for the session. The middle 
of July is the ultimaie limit proposed for the 
session with more probability for the tenth. 
The appropriation bills will come heavily 
loaded, and some delay may be occasioned by 
the ‘‘watch-dogs of the treasury.’’ A concert 
ed effort will be made by the Georgia delega- 
tion to get a better showing for the Georgia 
rivers and barbors. Senator Brown will en- 
deavor strenuously to add to the Georgia 
items of the house bill. We all see how bad 
chances are. Every state will grab for more, 
the general rush resulting in a block to all. 
But we must remember how well our repre- 
sentatives have already done. 

OUR FAST MAIL 

has promise of restoration, Mr. Thonipson, 
superintendert of the railway mail service, 
feels e deep interest init. He recognizes the 
fact that present facilities throw the Atlanta 
mail from New York practically a day later. 
Congress has been approached awkwardly for 
those interested. Big sums of money have been 
demanded vithout any specifications ‘of the 
needs they were to supply. Very properly 
Mr. Blount fought such ‘slush funds” in the 
house. If the department had been 
mansged on business principles the 
necessary appropriations to continue and im- 
prove the fast muil service would have been 
made. Mr. Arthur has surrounded himself 
with men in sympathy alike with his stalwart 
views and his theories of political manipula- 
tion. ‘The country was never so completely 
in the hands of politicians John Sherman's 
use of the treasury patronage raised a national 
bowl. Arthur has gone tar beyond Sherman's 
practices, and given,to each of his lieutenants 
the chance to imitate long John’s example for 
the benefic of his clique. 

We are wofully destitute of head of gov- 
ernment just now in Washington, Arthur 
is taking his champagne in New York 
and dear old David Davis, all we have to offer 
in the way of a vice-president, has gone a 
wooing. He inclosed the vice-presidency in 
an envelope to Mr. Ingalls Friday, but Mr. 
Morgan suid that sort of thing wouldn’t do 
and the senate had to wait until Monday on 
Mr. Davis. Rumors of his matrimonial in- 
tentions have freshened up again. He will 
soon be shelved politically and will have 
plenty of time to devote to a young wife. 

THE PENNSYLVANIA BOLT 
has become one of the chief political toptes 
bere. Mitchell is said to represent 100,000 
votes at the least, and his following is becom- 
ing more enthusiastic every day. Demo- 
cratic success there next fall is a 
certainly with a decent campaign. Sam Ran- 
dall is a keen observer of tendencies and he 
counts ona democratic sweep. He is not 
much in sympathy with the receat idea of 
numinating Hancock for governor. That is 
the pet scheme of Wallace and it is taking 
finely. Wallac? wants the strongest man to 
head the ticket to capture the legislature and 
secure is own return to the senate. Randal 
and Wallace don’t pull together though they 
did shake hands at Cincinnati in the love 
feast atthe end of the convention. If Han- 
cock sweeps Pennsylvania he will ge into the 
national convention with unequaled prestige. 
Randall holds to Tilden with undiminished 
ardor and would be against anything 
that woud injure his prosvects. 
He is nursing the Tilden boom 
with great care. Wallace isa keen manager 
and tbe danger of the democracy is that it 
also will split into rival factions. Whatever 
turn the tide takes Randall is safe personally. 
He has the favor of strung republican influ- 
ences because of his sympathetic tariff ideas, 
‘and the democratic machinery in his distr ct 
is completely athis command. He is already 
laying seige to the next speakership, conti- 
dent, as every democrat in the house seems 
to be, of their majority in the next congress. 
THs CREEK ORPHAN FUND. 

The bill to reimburse the Creek orphan 
fund has passed the senate as it must have 
done after Senator Brown’s unanswerable ar- 
guments for it. The discussion was led by 
Senator Slater, of Oregon, having charge of 
the bill as a member of the committee on In- 
dian affairs. Though known asa quiet man 
in a talkative body, he displayed rare skill in 
the management of this case. The senator 
will be remembered in Atlanta as among the 
distinguished visitors to the exposition. He 
is noted for one excellent virtue, that of strict 
punctuality. He has heard more opening 
prayers than any man in the senate, and 
sticks it out to adjournment every day. He 
and Senator Brown are warm friends, 
and consulted frequently on the management 
of the Creek bill. Slater's tariff speech was 
pronounced one of the best common sense 
talks on the subject.

The finance pay-roll of audited accounts 
read: Salary of officers, $1,274,96: publie 
buildings and grounds, $507.75; streets and 
bridges, $8,683.80; cemetery, $182; public 
schools, $4,354 78; paupers and relief, $43'85; 
gas and fixtures, 31,036.77; police, $35 479; 
water works, $19,226.66; sanitary, $2,393 76; 
contingent, $1,845.45; sanitary, $182. Total, 
$43,508.78. An ordinance prohibiting the 
defacing of telegraph and telephone posts was 
lost. ‘Lhe tax committee submitted several 
reports which were adopted. Ordinaace 
amending section 9463 of the city code 
was adopted. The amendment makes 
the rates of storage for gunpowder in the 
magazine one cent per pound per annum. 
The committee upon sewers and drains sub- 
mitted reports, as also did the committee upon 
gas and lumps. ‘The protilesand estimates for 
the South Side street railroad company were 
submitted. The cost for bringing Pryor and 
Richardson street to the proper grade was as- 
at 34,500. The rules were, upon 
motion, suspended in order to 
hear from Mr. H. Castleman, one of the in- 
corporators of the South Side street railway 
company.

SENATOR M’DONALD'S VIEWS ON 
ITS INCIPIBNT CAUSES. 


Attributing the Btoppage of Work to the Present High } 


Tariff—An Apt Liiustration of the Evile at Too 
Mach Protection—The Subject Diecuswed 
from High Protectionist Theories. 


Inpraxapouis, June 5.—Ex-Senator Jeseph 
E. McDonald in a carefuliy prepared inter- 
view attributes the strike in the iron mills 
primarily to the present high tariff, and he is 
of the opinion that the country is now ma 
position to elearly see the effect of a high 
tariff on its industries. The demonstration 
is positive that protection dves not protect. 
The iron manufacturers are especially con- 
cerned in the advocacy of protection theories. 
Iron is in this. country doubly protected. 
There is in the first place an import duty on 
iron of 100 per cent. There is in the second 
place protection by patents on steel rails. All 
the patents on these rails are owned.by the 
companies forming the American iron and 
steel association; yet the wages of the men 


employed in the thirteen mills owned by 
them do not rise. Their profits resulting from 
the immense lboum in reilroad building the 
past two years had not inured to the benefit 
of the iavorers, notwithstanding the fact that 
the cost of living has appreciated im every 
way. The generosity of the manufacturers is 
not equal to the occasion. He citesa recent 
suitin the Philadelphia courts, to whiei: «l- 
lusion has been made by Mr. Hewitt in !:is 
tariff speech. J. Edgar Thompson, the great 
Pennsyivania irou and railroad king, at his 
death, jeft a will, in which he gave to his wife 
the profits arising from his interest in a large 
steel rail mill, in whieh he was a leading 
stockholder. The widow was asked to be con- 
tent with the dividends. She demurred, and 
demanded her share of the aetual profits. 
The dividends amounted to ten or twelve per 
cent. It was developed in the suit that 
the company had reserved, after deciaring a 
handsome dividend, the remainder of the 
profits for enlarging the plant and general re- 
Investment in the business, and tbat instead 
of the profits being ten or twelve per cent, 
they were actually 300 per cent, und the 
court sustained her demand; yet the 
waves of the men employed in the mill were 
at bottom figures. Mr. McDonald does not 
think that it was anomalous for men to strike 
on a falling market. Great bodies move 
slowly, and with the extraordinary high 
prices fdr all necessaries of lite, and the fact 
staring the workmen in the face that the 
profits of their toil to the mill owners had 
been tremendous, it was rather natural that 
they should strike and strike hard. Hethinks 
the manufacturers are in a good position to 
hold up their end of the fight for the reason 
that railroad building has suddenly stopped, 
and they will be enabled to work off their 
surplus stock. Crude iron which has been 
going into steel rails can now be put into 
other manufactures, Consequently the end 
oi the strike cannot be seen or predicted. It 
is @ fact that steel rails by the patent process 
can be made as cheaply, if not more cheaply, 
than the old iron rails; yet the mann- 
facturers, through the protection 
given them by their atents and the 
high tariff, have not abated their prices and 
their profits swell independent of the ordinary 
rule of supply and demand. In these profits, 
however, only the stockholders had a share. 
The cause of the high prices of food he at- 
tributed to our short crop, and believes there 
will be a revival of business if the fall crop be 
a good one. The short cropin America and 
the fair crops in Europe had the effect of cut- 
ting off exports, because wheat and pork and 
other American products cannot today be 
sold.iu England in competition with the home 
productions.

THE CARROLLTON HANGING. 


Why the Executions were Conducted in Publie In 
atead of In Private. 

Farrsurn, June 4.—Editors Constitution: 
Referring to the Carrollton executions, you 
say: ‘It is to be regretted that the judge of 
the circuit permitted the executions to be 
conducted in public.” The prisoners were 
first sentenced to be privately executed. That 
sentence was suspended by taking the cases 
tothe supremecourt. When the judgment of 
the court below was affirmed by the supreme 
court, the ordinary and sheriff of Carroll 

county commenced investigation, so as to be 
ready to provide for private execution of the 
nrisoners after they should be re-sentenced at 
the April term of the court. They ascertained 
that it would be impossible to erect a gallows 
in the jail without raising the roof of che 
building, and to do this would have necessi- 
tated great damage to the prison. Besides it 
was said, and universally believed, that 
any enclosure the sheriff might provide would 
not be allowed to remaij Standing a single 
night, unless put under a heavy uard; and 
this course. it was asserted and believed, 
would lead toa conflict between the guard 
and the people that, on the day of execution, 
would inevitably terminate in a bloody riot. 
In addition, Hanvey specially requested that 
his execution be conducted in public. These 
facts and representations induced Judge Har- 
ris, much against his own feelings and with 
extreme reluctance, to change the sentence 
and provide for public executions. I have 
thougut it proper .o write this, because I know 
Judge Harris shares fully in that ‘modern 
sentiment which is opposed to the gratification 
of that morbid curiosity which draws together 
thousands of ignorant people to feast upon 
the dying throes of an executed murderer,

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After All, Cotton is King—How We Can Make the 
Most of the Grea‘ Staple—Incréasing the 
Priee of Storm Cotton—Some interesting 
Thoughts on the Subject. 


Afier all that may be said of other crops, and THE 
CONSTITUTION. has said more perhaps than all the 
papers in the state combined, it must be confessed 
that cotton is the king crop of the south. 

Itis important, of course, that we should make 
the bread and meat crops which are to sustain man 
and beast while the money crop is being made.

so much in other directions. As for 
me, my ambition isasimpleone. I shall be satis- 
fied with the labors of my life,if, when those labors 
are over my looking abrvuail upon a 
granderaud better Gsorgia—a Georgia that has 
filed the destiny God intended her for—when her 
towns aud cities are hives of in 
dustry, and her countrysides the exhaustless 
fields from which their stores are drawn—when 
every stream dances on its way te the music of 
spindles, and every forest echoes back the 
roarof apassing train—when her valleys smile 
with abundant harvests, and from her hillsides 
come the tinkling of bells as her herds and flocks 
go forth from their folds—when more than two 
million people proclaim her perfect independence, 
and bless her with their love, I shail be more than 
content, Isay, if my son, looking upon such recenes 
as these can stand up and say, ‘‘My father bore a 
part in this work, and his name lives in the memory 
of this people.’’ 

While I am forced, therefore, to decline to allow 
the use of my nameas you request, I cannot dismiss 
yourtestimonial, umprecedented, I believe, in its 
character and compass, without renewing my thanks 
for the generous motives thatinspired it. Life can 
bring me no sweeter satisfaction than comes from 
this expression of confidence and esteem from the 
people with whem I live.and among whom I expect 
to die.

RAY’S REQUIEM 


As K wlll be Sung in tke Falton Superfer Court. 

Early Sunday merning Coroner Hilburn 
held an inquest over the body of Willis Ray, 
a negro man, at 35 Humphreys. _ 

Ray’s death was caused by a lick on the 
head which was inflicted by Green Kirksey 
last Saturday night, twe weeks ago, at Ray’s 
home. Atthe inquest only two witnesses 
were introduced. Mary Downs, a colored 
woman who lived next door io Ray’s, was the 
first to depose. She testified that 
thaton the night upon which the difficulty 
happened she was at her home,tnat she knew 
all parties te the affair, that Kirksey was 
married, but that Ray was living in adultery 
with Mary Stone, that Mary left Willis Ray’s 
house that night of the difficuity and went to 
Kirksey’s house, where she remained some 
time; that when Mary returned to her home 
she and Willis quarrelled, that Willis accused 
Mary of having been talking with Kirksey 
about him; that Mary denied 
it and called kK irksey, who came 
from his house to Willis’s door; that Kirksey 
sustained Mary’s denial of having been 
‘“‘backbiting’; that Kirksey called Ray a liar, 
and that Ray said he tad been eaves dropping 
and heard their conversation, and that Kirk- 
sey and Mary were d— liars; that Ray 
grabbed his ax and started out of the house; 
that Kirksey told him not to come out; that 
as soon as Kay stepped out of the door Kirk- 
sey hit him, knocking him down; that kirk- 
sey then left, and the women tried to carry 
Ray into the house, but could not; that Kirk- 
sey came back and carried Ray in and 
put him on his bed and theu left; that she 
was asleep when the quarrel began, but was 
aroused by the noise. The witness also said

Dr. A. F. F. Kirstan, the second ward phy- 
sicilan, swore that when he went to see Ray 
he was in an unconscious condition: that his 
mouth was shut, and that he could not use 
his congue; that his pulse was 120; that the 

uupils of the eyes were fully and equally di- 
Bots that his examination failed to show a 
fracture of the skull, and that there was no 
open wound; that he had lockjaw, and that 
coucussion of the brain caused death. 

Mary Stone, the woman who was living with 
Ray, testified to about the same facts, after 
which a post mortem was made. When the 
physicians opened the dead man’s head they 
found that the skull had been cracked ina 
half-dozen places. One fracture passed clean 
across his bead, from one earto the other, 
while two fractures came to the forehead. 
Near the top of the head the skull was ac- 
tually broken to spiinters, and the fact that 
Ray lived two weeks with his skull so broken 
seemed to almost paralyze the physicians who 
aided in the autopsy. 

After hearing the evidence and the state- 
ments of the physicians the jury returned 
the following verdict: 

ATLANTA, Ga,, June 4.—We, the jury,empanelled 
and sworn to inquire into the cause of the death of 
one Willis Ray. ¢olored, here lying dead. find from 
the evidence adduced that he came to his death 
from a blow on the head by some instrument in the 
hands of Green Kirksey, colored, and we further 
find that one May Stone, colored, is an aceessory to 
the murder, and we recommend that they both be 
arrested and put on trial for murder.
